The time had now come for Jesus 


to take auount of his ministry. 
Having been rejected by tbe rulers 
he went into retirement with his 
disciples The primary object in his 
teaching at this time was to pre- 
pare the difcciples for the tragic 
hoar of tJie cross which he knew 
was near. 
His teaching centered 


in the great cardinal doctrines of 
the Christian faith. 
He instructed 


them, touching his atoning death, 
resurrection, and glorious coming 
again. 
He knew that In the meas- 


ure that they intelligently appre- 
hended tbese things they would be 
able to pass through the ordeal be- 
fore them. 


I. Peter's Confession of Christ 


(vv. 27-30). 


This confession was provoked by 


two questions of Jesus 


1. "Whom do men say that I am?" 


(w. 27. 2S) This question re- 
ferred to the opinions of the people 
regarding- Jesus. 
Some believed 


him to be John the Baptist: some 
Elijah, and some, one of the proph- 
ets. They all recognized him to be 
a teacher or prophet with more than 
human authority and power. 


2. "AVhom say ye thatlam?" (w. 


29, 30). Jesusr persistently claimed 
to be the God-man, the very Son of 
God, incarnate He wanted the dis- 
ciples to tapw him personally as 
the Son of~God. 


II. Jesus' Teaching • Concerning 


the Cross (VF. 31 33). 


He charged the disciples not to 


make public his Messlahship as that 
would precipitate a crisis. 


L Wfiat he taught (v, 31). 
a. "The SOD of man must suffer 


many things."' He suffered weari- 
ness, hunger, ridicule, contempt; 
and even misunderstanding and lack 
of appreciation on the part of his 
friends and disciples. 


b. 
"Be rejected of the elders, 


chief priests, and scribes."' 
These 


were ttie nation's official representa- 
tives, who should have known and 
received Christ and recommended 
his reception on the part of the na- 
tion. 


c "Be killed." Jesus now states 


with definiteness that be must die 
on the cross. The disciples had not 
yet come to know that redemption 
•was to be accomplished through the 
passion <rf the cross. 


d. '"Rise again." Though this was 


ntterly incomprehensible to the dis- 
ciples, he' showed them that this 
would be the glorious issue of his 
death. 


2. How the disciples received his 


teaching (v. 32). So unwelcome 
was his teaching, touching 
the 


cross, that Peter, the spokesman of 
the disciples, rebuked him. 


3. Jesus rebukes Peter (v. 3.1). 


He told Peter plainly that his atti- 
tude was dne to his being under the 
influence of the devil 


III. Jesus Going to Jerusalem to 


Die (Mark 10:32-34). 


He went to Jerusalem with the 


consciousness of the awful tragedy 
before him. the treachery of Judas, 
the fiery persecutions of the priests
